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FOREST  FIRES— OUR  MOST  SHAMEFUL  WASTE 


Eveiyone  apparently  fears  fire  but  too  many  are 
careless  with  it.  This  is  particularly  true  of  fires  in 
and  near  woodlands.  Official  figures  show  that  more 
than  98  percent  of  all  forest  fires  result  from  human 
carelessness  and  can  be  prevented.  Consequently,  we 
may  say  'Torest  Fires  are  our  most  shameful  waste." 

Annual  forest  fire  loses  are  tremendous  and  their 
effects  far  reaching.  Such  fires  destroy  the  raw  pro- 
ducts of  the  forests,  the  protection  forest  provide 
for  game  and  the  supply  of  ground  water.  They  up- 
set local  economies  by  drawing  men  from  gainful  em- 
ployment and  requiring  the  expenditure  of  public 
funds  to  extinguish  them. 

Our  forest  fire  organization  is  doing  a  good  job  in 
keeping  the  size  of  fires  small  but  the  number  of 
fires  is  increasing.  In  1949  there  were  100  more  fires 
in  New  Hampshire  than  in  1948,  but  they  burned 
500  acres  less.  For  the  warden  and  his  deputies  to 
do  the  job  they  are  capable  of,  they  must  have  the 
cooperation  of  the  public — YOU! 

The  primary  objective  of  all  fire  fi.ghters  is 
PREVENTION— fire  stoppage.  This  is  the  goal  to- 
ward which  your  local  forest  fire  warden  and  his 
deputies  are  constantly  working.  It  can  be  achieved 
ONLY  if  YOU  and  YOU  and  YOU  cooperate  with 
them.  It  is  worth  YOUR  effort  and  can  be  accom- 
plished by: 

1.  Being  careful  with  fire  in  or  near  woodland, 

being  particularly  careful  with  matches  and 
cigarettes. 

2.  Securing  the  required  written  permit  from 
the  warden  when  the  ground  is  not  covered 
with  snow. 
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3.  Insisting  that  others   be  careful   and  comply 

with  burning  requirements. 

4.  Calling  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  de- 
tected and  aiding  him  to  extinguish  it. 

Let's  reduce  the  number  of  forest  fires  and  elim- 
inate our  most  shameful  waste.

the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application 
against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are 
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estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  equali- 
zation fund  together  with  other  income;  the 
school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the 
balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the 
appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by 
taxes  by  the  town. 

8.     To   transact   any   other   business   that   may   law- 
fully come  before  said  meeting.

Mr.  Philip  Pratt,  a  graduate  of  the  University 
of  N.  H.,  and  with  teaching  experience  in  West 
Lebanon,  was  elected  as  headmaster  and  teacher  of 
Mathematics  and  Science  in  grades  seven  through  ten. 
Mr.  Pratt  replaced  Mr.  William  E.  Bigelow,  who  re- 
signed to  accept  a  position  in  Littleton,  N.  H. 

Miss  Beverly  McCarthy,  a  graduate  of  Keene 
Teachers'  College,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.   Lila   Nutbrown. 
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Miss  McCarthy  teaches  English  and  Social  Studies  in 
grades  seven  through  ten. 

Mrs.  Shirley  Hawkins  and  Mrs.  Esther  Bean  re- 
turned to  teach  in  the  primary  and  intermediate 
grades.  Mrs.  Bean  attended  summer  school  at  the 
University  of  N.  H. 

Once  again  our  noon  lunch  program  is  fortunate 
in  having  the  capable  services  of  Mrs.  Bragg.  Prac- 
tically all  the  children  in  school  eat  their  noon  lunch 
at  the  cafeteria  where  they  are  assured  a  well 
balanced  nutritious  meal. 

A  change  from  coal  to  an  oil  burning  unit  will, 
over  a  period  of  years,  prove  most  beneficial.  It  is 
generally  conceded  that  oil  heat  is  a  little  more  ex- 
pensive. However,  this  expense  will  be  offset  by  the 
saving  in  expenditures  for  janitorial  service. 

Teachers  from  this  entire  "north  country"  area 
met  in  Groveton  on  September  30th  to  participate  in 
a  program  designed  to  illustrate  the  many  uses  of 
audi6-visual  aids  in  classroom  work.  At  the  request 
of  many  teachers  an  in-service  course  in  Audio-Visual 
Education  sponsored  by  the  University  of  N.  H.  Ex- 
tension Service  and  taught  by  Mr.  Austin  V.  Olney, 
has  been  offered  during  the  first  semester. 

In  the  last  half  century,  public  education  has  more 
nearly  portrayed  the  best  in  democratic  practices  than 
any  other  single  agency.  The  structure  of  public 
schools  is  indicative  of  this  practice  since  education 
is  available  through  public  support  to  all  children  and 
youth  from  kindergarten  through  senior  high  school 
and  in  many  states  from  nursery  school  age  through 
junior  colleges. 

The  treraendous  progress  in  the  fields  of  art, 
science,  medicine,  business,  government — yes  and 
even  of  fighting  wars  and  subsequently  of  establish- 
ing and  maintaining  a  just  and  durable  peace — to  all 
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these — public  education  has  been  the  greatest  single 
contributor. 

Public  education  has  been  alert  to  the  many 
changes  in  social  and  scientific  progress  and  has  con- 
tinously  been  striving  to  provide  every  boy  and  girl 
with  full  opportunity  for  growth  and  development  for 
citizenship  in  a  democratic  society.  The  role  of  public 
education  has  been  expanded  and  a  sincere  effort  has 
been  made  to  meet  the  requirements  of  this  changing 
social  order.  How  well  schools  have  succeeded  in 
meeting  these  requirements  is  revealed  in  the  remark- 
able development  of  our  nation. 

The  early  leaders  of  our  country  agreed  that  the 
success  of  our  democratic  form  of  government  was 
dependent  upon  the  education  of  all  the  people,  thus 
free  public  schools  were  established.  State  consti- 
tutions placed  responsibility  upon  future  generations 
for  the  continuing  development  of  education,  and  ed- 
ucation became  a  function  and  responsibility  of  the 
state,  since  it  alone  could  best  overcome  the  wide 
variances  among  local  school  districts  to  adequately 
support  education.  Throughout  our  nation,  states 
have  accepted  this  responsibility  and  have  increased 
substantially  the  amount  of  state  funds  redistributed 
for  school  purposes.  Our  state  of  New  Hampshire 
embarked  upon  an  austerity  program  and  decreased 
the  amount  of  state  support  by  over  one  and  a  half 
million. 

Errol,  unlike  most  communities  in  the  state,  has 
received  a  little  more  in  state  aid  this  year,  but  the 
overall  objective  of  providing  educational  opportuni- 
ties for  the  welfare  of  all  the  children  in  the  state  has 
not  been  achieved. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  citizens 
of  Errol  for  their  liberal  support  of  our  schools,  to  the 
School  Board  members  for  their  guidance  and  assist- 
ance in  the  administration  of  school  affairs,  and  to 
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the  teachers  for  their  splendid  cooperation  and  con- 
scientious service.
